_ Please accept.my-sincere thanks for 
the news from the old home, It is 
good to read it, and it does bring 
back priceless memories of former 
days. 

Today is Empire Day, The Cap- 
ital is slightly disfigured since I first 
saw it, back in late ’39, but one has 
to look for the disfigureing marks 
such as a street of houses laid flat, 
a gutted church or a blasted rail- 
way depot. If one does not look 
for the disfigurements, they are 
hardly noticed among the miles 
ot blocks of dwellings or the huge 
factories, shops and stores, and 
there still seems to be quite as many 
towers and spires. There'll always 
be a London. 

I have met Max Grant and R. C. 
Fenn since being in England, I 
think Fenn’s name is missing from 
your Service list. When I saw him, 
about 15 months ago, he was a 
lance-corporal, Provost Coy, R.C.

New noses, new cheek bones, 
new jaws, built up for the most 
part from the owner’s ribs are 
among the achievements of plastic 
surgeons in Britain’s hospitals to- 
day.

A most interesting and thrlling presen. 
tation of Western sports, coupled with a 
splendid display of Alberta’s resources, 
will take place at the 56th annual Calgary 
Exhibition and Stampede to be held July 
7 to 12.

There will 
be cattle from Ontario to give the 
Westerners competition. In dairy breeds 
there will be entries from herds that have 
Naticnal fame in sections for Holsteins, 
Ayreshires and Jerseys, and as usual there 
is a good list of entries of light horses and 
particularly good entries from the breed- 
ers of heavy horses. Sheep and hog 
entries are about as usual. 

Platform attractions of outstanding 
merit have been secured and will round 
out evening shows. The midway this 
year will be “all Canadian” and in this 
section will be found many new, interest- 
ing and attractive thrills.
